It  la 
called  Novona  because  the  service.s 
.are  held  in  series  of  nine. 

“Tliere  is  only  one  form  of 
prayer,”  said  the  speaker,  “and 
tJiat  is  Uie  communion  of  the  be- 
lievtng'heavt  avith  God.  In  church 
is  the  best  place  to  pray  because 
it  is  God's  house.  It  reminds  us 
of  his  wdlliiigncss  to  listen  and 
ans^ver.” 

When  a  worshipper  entei-s  the 
church  for  participation  in  Uiis 
form  of  service,  he  is  given  a 
printed  sheet  of  prayers  which  are 
to  be  used  as  primers  or  not  as  the 
occasion  demands.  Throughout 
the  service  periods  of  silence  are 
observed,  each  for  a  prayer  for  a 
very  specific  Hung.  Thus  the 
Novena  gives  each  participant  an 
opportunity  to  express  himself  to 
God  in  his  own  way.

Alfred  Rausch  of  Readlyn  spoke 
to  tlie  convocation  assembly  on 
the  fourth  petition  of  the  Lord’s 
Prayer.  The  words  of  Uie  petition 
■‘Give  us  this  day  our  daily 
bread,"  presuppose  three  things, 
according  to  Rev.  Rausch:  trust  in 
God,  simplicity  in  living,  and  a 
charitable  attitude  toward  othere. 

"Bread"  ’-efers  not  only  to  20- 
ounce  loaves,  sliced,  and  delivered 
daily  in  wax  paper  to  your  near¬ 
est  gi'ocer.  It  means  everything 
necessary  for  obtaining  food 
youraelf  and  your  family 
does  not  include  the  luxuries  of 
cake  and  cookies.
